Chief  interest  centred  in  the  “dream 
mile,*’  won  by  Dr.  Roger  Bannister  in  a 
race  which  lived  up  to  all  the  eager 
anticipations,  but  .epic  followed  epic  with 
such  regularity  as  almost  to  surfeit  the 
emotion*.  The  l.’BC  rowing  victory  was 
-a  brilliant  upset:  Iho  marathon  wrenched 
the  heart  with  its  fateful  drama:  the 
superb  swimming  of  Australia  was  an 
eve-opener  yet  these  were  but  typical 
of  the  splendid  performance  of  all  the 
athletes,  men  and  women  alike 

England  led  in  the  unofficial  points 
totals,  taking  the  lead  from  a.  powerful 
Australian  contingent  Canada,  the  host 
nation,  came  up  strong  to  gain  third 


place,  with  South  Africa  and  New  Zealand 
next  in  the- running.  But  there  was  glory 
for  all— for  Pakiston.  for  Trinidad  and 
I'ganda,  for  Bermuda  and  Fiji,  for  all 
the  men  and  women  who  came  from  the 
far  corners  of  the  globe  to  share  a great 
occasion.  This  was  the  true  criterion  of 
the  games,  the  meeting  in  concert  and 
harmony  of  individuals  of  all  creeds  anil 
colors,  .united  in  fealty  to  a single  Queen 
and  happy  in  the  friendly  comradeship 
of  sport. 

The  presence  of  the  Queen's  consort 
the  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  combined  with 
His  Royal  Highness'  unfailing  zeal  arid 
interest  in  all  that  was  going  on.  added 
immensely  to  the  success  of  the  games, 
as  also  did  the  pleasing  participation  of 
Field  Marshal  Alexander.  Of  Vancouver 
itself  it  must  he  said  that  the  mainland 
city  came  through  magnificently  in 
organizing  and  staging  this  historic  event. 
Even  people  removed  by  distant  from 
the  centre  of  competition  were  touched 
and  cheered  .by  the  color,  drama  and 
enthusiasm  that  prevailed.  The  Games 
me  over,  but  their  memory  will  linger 
long  on  the  Pacific  coast  of  Canada.  They 
were  an  honor  to  the  athletes  and  officials 
alike. 


Building  for  the  Future 


WHILE  Uplands  has  long  been  the 
classic  example  of  a developed  resi- 
dential area  without  overhead  wires,  it 
is  good  to  see  the  example  being  followed 
in  other  parts  of  the  Create**  Victoria 
area.  A recently  listed  realty  sulxlivision 
In  Oak  Bay  has  been  the  latest,  and  in  it 
light  wires  and  telephone  cables  will  both 
go  underground  That  is  building  for  the 
future,  and  another  stimulus  in  the  direc- 
tion of  what  unquestionably  will  be  the 
prevailing  practice  as  time  goes  on.  In 
Ihis  instance  the  cost  is  to  be  apfrort ioned 
throughout  the  property,  and  related  to 
the  individual  plots  in  the  subdivision. 

What  can  W*  done  with  one  piece  of 
privately-owned  property  in  this  connec- 
tion does  not  stop  there.  The  absence 
of  overhead  cables  will  not  only  enhance 
the  value  of  the  land  ennwned,  but  also 
contribute  directly  to  the  appearance  of 
the  community  and  necessary  civic 
services  such  as  fire  prevention.  Nor  is 
the  charge  on  the  land  at  $200  per  parcel 
an  onerous  one  in  view  of  the  permanent 
and  enduring  lienefits.  Voluntary  action 
and  good  citizenship  are  bringing  about 
the  improvement  in  this  case,  tint  the 
Issue  insofar  ns  municipal  regulation  and 
town  planning  are  concerned  remains 
unchanged,  Pole  lines  and  overhead 
cables  will  continue  to  lx*  renewed  and 


restrune  so  long  as  municipal  ordinances 
make  this  course  permissible. 

Where  the  downtown  areas  of  any 
city  are  concerned,  the  overhead  wires 
are  not  only  unsightly,  but  an  actual  fire 
hazard  in  that  the  cables  impede  fire- 
fighting and  live  wires  are  a constant 
threat  in  any  serious  conflagration.  In 
large  centres  most  of  the  circuits  nowa- 
days are  buried,  forming  part  of  the 
sub-surface  conduits  in  the  main  road 
system.  New  and  better  methods  have 
iieon  found  for  replacing  the  cumbersome 
and  olwolete  pattern  of  other  days  when 
light  and  telephone  f>nles  were  stuck  any- 
where and  congested  lines  bracketed  to 
the  walls  of  commercial  buildings.  Civic 
initiative  has  seen  to  that. 

Greater  Victoria,  now  in  the  in- 
hrtween  stage  where  it  is  no  longer  a 
• small  community  and  not  yet  metropoli- 
tan in  scope,  has  allowed  this  problem 
to  drift.  It  has  not  fared  the  implications 
of  the  situation  even  in  the  near  future. 
Vet  of  all  the  benefits  that  town  planning 
ran  give,  surely  this  is  one  among  the  first 
in  point  of  safety,  utility  and  appearance. 
The  fjoint  is  one  that  the  Union  of 
British  Columbia  Municipalities  should 
study  before  growth  embalms  an  obsolete 
and  dangerous  practice,  and  renders 
change  too  costly. 


A Community  Attraction 


HPHE  Victoria  Centre  of  the  Royal 
1 Astronomi  ■ al  Society  of  Canada 
opened  its  2-’rd  annual  series  of  summer 
lectures  on  popular  astronomy  yesterday, 
with  an  ambitious  schedule  of  illustrated 
latks  bv  noted  speakers.  The  presence 
of  the  NT-inch  reflector  telescope  at  the 
Dominion  Astro- Physical  Observatory  on 
1 ittle  Saanich  Mountain,  qttiie  apart  ffbm 
the  excellent  work  being  done  there  hv 
Canada  in  conjunction  with  other  world 
observatories,  creates  splendid  opportu- 
nity here  for  developing  a practical  inter- 
est in  stellar  observation.

the  univer«e  with  its  unsolved  mysteries 
and  never-ending  wonders.  The  summer 
series  of  lectures  now  being  given  under 
the  auspices  of  the  society  comprise  a 
brief  and  easily  understandable  intro- 
duct  ion  to  what  can  become  a lifelong 
pursuit  or  an  engaging  hobby..  The  direc- 
tor and  staff  of  the  Dominion  observatory 
give  most  unselfishly  of  their  time  in  this 
connection,  while  the  panel  of  speakers 
in  itself  is  indicative  of  the  high  plane 
upon  which  the  voluntary  enterprise  is 
conducted.
